LONDON, July 4.—Canada’s very 
latest fighting soldiers have just ar- 
rived at Ripon, bearing triumphantly 
the shell case of the very, last shot 
fired by Canadians. This interest!ng 
batch of fighters consists of the 16th 
Brigade, Canadian Artillery, which for 
the last six months has been assis.ing 
General Ironsides, ¢ommanding 2 
fighting against the Bo\sheviléet ‘in 
Northern Russia. The brigade galls 
homeward at the end of the month. 
Roughly speaking, it was divided up 
in four sections. This Canadian ar- 
tillery has been assisting General Iron- 
sides, and his mixed command of Brit- 
ish, United States and French, in op- 
erations over an area of some two 
hundred miles, ; 

The whoie brigade ai Ripon today 
looked very fit and was extremely 
good humored and contented in spirit 
Practically the whole of the members 
are returned casualties from France, 
about ten per cent. being members of

TOLEDO, O., July 4.—By virtue of one 
of the speediest and most one-sided bat- 
tles which ever decided a big fistic event, 
Jack Dempsey may now wish to be known 
by his fall name of Willam Morrison 
Dempsey today, because he@ became the 
world’s champion heavyweight boxer. To 
all intents, he whipped the huge Jess 
Willard, favorite in the meagre betting, in 
one round. Dempsey thought the referee 
bad ansounced him winner and actually 
left the ring, but be wae called back and 
the butchery continued for two rounds 
more when Willard, sitting tn his corner 
with a bewildered look on his swollen 
countenance, failed to reapond to the gong 
for the fourth round. 

“It was no use to continue,” sald the 
ex-champion. “My strength went from me 
in the first round.” 

i A Surprised Man. 

He sat there apparently the most sur- 
Priced man in the United States at the 
mement, His right eye was closed and his 
right cheek swoilen and blue with bruises. 
Blood covered his body and his arms hung 
| #0 helplessly over the ropes, that it seem- 
ed as if @ child might sive him further 
abuse without arousing his interest. 
Dempsey was breathing bara when the 
fight ended, but it was from exertion, and 
not from punishment. He escaped almost 
unhurt, but as he had been using his arms 
like trip bammers on the anatomy of his 
opponent, for nine crowded minutes in a 
sun that sent the thermometer to 110 de- 
grees, bis heart was still pum on. at high 
pressure and he appreciated the breathing 
spell.

The conclusion of peace between 
the Allies and Germany is the most 
important event of modern times, 
It marks the close of the most stu- 
pendous and terrible world war. 
It is the defeat of the principle 
that might is right.

By a unanimous standing vote this 
resolution was passed at a mass 
meeting in the Walker theatre this 
afternoon assembled by the Trades 
and Labor council, 

@ When Ald. John Queen, who 
acted as chairman, voiced the words, 
“Long live the Russian Soviet re- 
public, Karl Liebknecht, and the 
working class,"’ the audience, which 
filled the house to capacity, cheered 
and shouted. The gathering was 
styled as a “protest meeting,” and 
resolutions demanding the with- 
drawal of Allied troops from Russia, 
the release of all political prisoners, 
including draft evaders, and the re- 


peal of all orders-in-counc!l, were 
passed unanimously and with great 
enthusiaasm. 


National Thanksgiving. 


Tomorrow has been appointed a! 
special day for thanksgiving for| 
the attainment of peace. 

It is fitting that there should 
be such an occasion, and that it 
should be widely and sincerely re- 
cognized. In the hour of danger, 
when all they value in life was in 
jeopardy, the Allied peoples called 
upon God to defend the innocent 
and give victory to the right. To 
now forget to return thanks that 
the prayers were answered would 
be treason to the Almighty; an act 
of moral renunciation that would 
leave us without claim upon Di- 
vine consideration when peril 
again threatens. 

The ending of the war is not in 
itself the thing for which thanks- 
giving is a national duty, welcome 
as the relief it brings. Wars have 
ended in the past leaving peoples 
with little enough cause for grati- 
tude. If Germany had won, the 
war would have ended; but it 


| would not have been such an end- 


ing as could bring gladness to Can- 
adian hearts, safety to Canadian 
homes, and the spirit of thanks- 
giving into Canadian hearts. And 
at times in the last five years we 
have seemed perilously close to an 
ending of that kind 

By the mercy of Providence and 
the courage and strength of the 
Allied armies we have been saved 


| from such an ending; and for that 


thanksgiving should dominate the 
thought of every mind in Canada, 
and every other country where 
freedom is loved and civilization 
preferred to barbarism. It is not 
simply that the war has ended, 
but that it has ended as it has, that 
ealls for thankfulness and permits 
of gladness. 

If the terms of the peace treaty 
are not all that they should have 
been, there is at least the all-im- 
portant fact that Germany failed! 
to win; that the word of the Kai- 
ser is not the law of life and death 
and the arbiter of destiny to man- 
kind; and that if the future should 
again bring peril from the same 
quarter it will be because the Al- 
lied governments do not make use 
of the opportunity given them to 
prevent a revival of the barbarian 
lust for world power.

A PLEA FOR DISABLED MEN. 
Editor, Lhe Bulleun, 

Sir,—For the benefit of disabled men I 
Would urge upon the government to take 
action at the earliest possible moment to- 
Ward the creation of basic industries that 
Will serve as employment centres for ail 


those who have beeu 
uf service Overseas, 

In the event of a disabled man not being 
able to resume his former employment, the 
svveruiment would be responsible and un- 
ver this scheme men would be guaranteed 
the prevailing rate of wages in the trades 
or crafts which they follow. Should a 
an, by reason of his disability, not be 
able to produce the maximum amount of 
labor needed daily, his shortcoming should 
be made up by goverument assistance in 
the form of pension. This, I think, would 
assure all disabled men the same earning 
power 48 Was possible for them before re 
ceiving the disability. 

Vor the purpose of defining industries 
that could be created, | would suggest 
that a cormunittee of investigation be ap 
pointed that would deal with the imports 
of the country and so determine what 
articles and commodities could be produc 
ed here instead of being imported from 
Other states. This committee could also 
look into the matter of exports with the 
idea, of making our export trade as large 
as possible and so produce wealth and em- 
ployment. 

I feel sure that the industries of Canada 
already existing are not operating to their 
capacity and I am doubly sure that we 
eould produce a great many commodities 
within our own boundaries which are at 
present coming from other countries. With 
the full employment of our resources and 
with monetary assistance being paid to 
returned disabled men, I am sure that a 
erent number of our present day diffi 
culties would be overcome and an elimin- 
ation of middleman profits be effected. 

I suggest that the government take steps 
to obtain control of the country’s natural 
resources and by thetr development 80 
create desired industries and destred em 
ployment. I would also suggest that these 
industries be controlled by the government 
and that the returned soldiers, by 
own elected delegates, be represented on 
these boards of contro!

The lines are those from the pen of 
Robert W, Service, Canada’s great poet 
and novelist, written while living in 
France, on August Ist, 1914. They 
are from “The Call,” in the Rhymes 
of a Red Cross man—a collection of 
war verse bound to live forever as evi- 
dence of human thought, action and 
impulse felt during those days when 
the world darkened under that cloud 
whose outburst covered Europe in 
blood. 


Robert W, Service's mother is a rest- 
dent of Edmonton and has lived here 
for several years. She was in Rdmon- 
ton living at her home, 10528 124th 
street, when “R.W."” wrote “The Call” 
—and answered it by leaving his wife 
and family, then in France, and pro- 
ceeding Immediately to England, there 
to Join the Imperial service as an am- 
bulance driver. “The praying and 
saying of wild farewells’ must have 
carried the writer's thoughts to the 
little mothervand home in this city, 

The Rhymes of a Red Cross Man 
are dedicated by Mr. Service to the 
memory of his brother, Lieut, Al- 
bert Service, who enlisted in EBdmon- 
ton in the 66th Battalion and was 
killed while serving with the 62nd 
Battalion during the course of severe 
fighting in August, 1916. Lieut. Al- 
bert Service is remembered during 
the first part of his military career as 
pay sergeant in the 66th Battalion. He 
received his comnifssion later and was 
one of the first of the 66th Battalion 
officers to leave for England and, un- 
fortunately, was one of the first of this 
unit’s members to make the supreme 
sacrifice. 


Two other sone of Mrs. Service 
worked throughout the war in the 
munition factories of England, and the 
only son left to her in Canada, who 
still resides with his mother on 124th 
street, also joined the service but was 
given a discharge. 

Was Born tn England 

Robert W. Service was born at Pres- 
ton, in England, in 1876, and moved 
to Scotland when six years of age. He 
was educated at Hillhead high school, 
Glasgow, and entered the employ of 
the Commercial bank there. He came 
to Canada at the age of 21 years and 
was followed by his parents {n 1905. 
He travelled extensively on this con- 
tinent and finally accepted a position 
with the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
being stationed euccessively at Vic- 
torla, Vancouver, Kamloops and White 
Horse, 


Mrs. Bervice tells the story that 
“Robert W.,” had done but HUttle 
writing when he first came to this 
country. Certainly 


“He had tinkered-at bits of rhyme 
In weary, woeful, waiting times.” 
but had never sought the publication 
of any of his efforts, nor had he re- 

ceived any remuneration for verse. 

But he always did have a liking for 
works poetical, and even when a boy 
would ocasionally “tinker” at rhyme. 
It was his entry to Cat.ada and to the 
Yukon, however, that produced:tn him 
the great desire to write. 


“The lonely sunsets flare forlorn, 
Down valleys dreadly desolate; 

The lordly mountains soar in scorn, 
As still as death, as stern as fate.” 


Yes, it was the Yukon that tnepired 
Robert W. Service; it was the Yukon 
that made the name of Robert W. 
Service, 


The “Songs of a Sourdough,” writ- 
ten while stationed at White Horse, 
was the collection of verse that placed 
his name before the world. And it 
happened in this way: Mr. Service 
had been writing for a considerable 
time and had completed the Sourdough 
works when the thought came to him 
to have about 100 books of the verses 
published for distribution among his 
friends at White Horse. The manu- 
scripts were sent to his father, then 
resident in Toronto, and Mr. Service, 
Sr., in turn, took them for publication 


to Wm. Briggs, publisher, of Toronto. 
Socn Met Approval 

Mr. Briggs, !mmediately after read- 
ing them, came to the same concluston 
as every other reader of verse-—they 
were wonderful. And thereupon Mr 
Briggs said he would publish them, 
and furthermore, give the writer a 
royalty on his work, A hundred books 
was all that Robert W. Service had 
needed for his frionds—and this was in 
1906. 

It_ may seem strange that Robert 
W. Bervice js the only member of the 
family poetically inclined, not one of 
the other brothers or sisters taking a 
great deal of interest in writing. “Of 
course,” says Mrs, Service, “they are 
like anyone else, if they try and give 
it sufficient time, they can write 
something approaching poetry. 

An uncle of “R.W.'s" is the only 
member of the father or mother's 
families who has inclined to writing. 
John Service, brother to the father of 
Robert Service, edited and published 
the “Life and Recollections of Dr. 
Duguid,” this was in 1887, 

The pooct's father was a banker and 
for many years served as manager of 
the Bank of Scotland at Southport, 
England. He came out to Canada for 
health reasons, accompanied by his 
family in 1905, and resided in Tor- 
onto. The family afterwards resided 
in Manville, Sask., where Mr. Service, 
Sr., died. 

Mrs. Service is naturally proud of 
her son, and {is proud of his work. 
Robert W. Service is the oldest of a 
family of ten children. He was last 
in Edmonton in 1912, when after a 
lengthy visit with his mother, he left 
for the Balkans, where he acted as 
newspaper correspondent for the Mon- 
treal Star, Following his work tn the 
Balkans, he took up residence in 
France and was in Paria at the de- 
claration of war. He married a Par- 
isian lady on June 16th, 1914, and now 
has a daughter. 

Written Little Since War 

His service in France was under- 
taken with the British army, which he 
served with the rank of Ileutenant in 
the ambulance corps. The only book 
he has written since entering the ser- 
vice was the Rhymes of a Red Cross 
Man. He has, however, contributed 
a number of articles of McLean's Ma- 
gazine. 


But the Red Cross Rhymes will live 
perpetually. Certainly those who 
know and have experienced war, 


realize with what sense of reality these 
lines are written.

I've hammered out this city with me 
bruised and bleeding feet, 
Tramp, tramp, the bad road, the bits 
of kiddies crying there;

suffering of France—wonderful verse 
and wonderful truth are those Red 
Cross Rhymes. 

Mrs. Service does not know when 
her world-famed son will be returning 
to Edmonton to pay her another visit. 
He isetillin France. “Ofcourse R. W. 
—-Mrs,. Service always speaks of him 
this way—has taken up his home itn 
France. Sometimes he tells me he 
will be over in Canada soon. But he 
changes his mind so often, and I really 
don't know when I may expect him,” 
added the poet's mother. 

Mrs. Service continued, “Yes, R.W. 
is very funny. He writes and tells us 
quite often that he is going to stop 
writing entirely, and then the next 
thing we hear of {Is that he has writ- 
ten something new or has contracted 
to write for someone. He changes his 
mind so often,” 

The poet has three homes in France, 
one in Paris, another near Monte Carlo 
and the third in Brittany, residing at 
each place according to seasons and 
inclination,
